“London; To-day. 


IN ‘THE HOUSE OF COMMONS Jast: ‘week, ‘ the: First Lord 
..of the Admiralty mentioned that for a fortiiight past 
“armed merchantmen had’ continually been Jeaving Bri- 
tish harbours and that, ina short time, the huge. mer- . 
chant navy-of Britain-would be armed. : 
This is‘merely the application of a very old ‘prineipte—the. 
right of a belligerent merchant ship to defend herself F 


. against capture or attack. 


Neutral mérchantmen are in a dif- 
ferent position as they are bound to 
obey a lawful order to stop and must 
submit .to visit and search. 

A belligerent merchant ship need 
not, but may evade or resist capture 
if she can, : 

In a eomnmunleation issued by. the 
Ministry of Information, it is recalled 
that up to the Napoleonic Wars, all 
merchantmen went more or less arm- 
ed against piracy even in peace time. 


When piracy virtually died, it became| 


unnecessary for merchant ships to 
go armed in time of peace while with 
the coming of ironclad warships and 
previous to the use of the submarine 
for commerce destruction, it became 
useless to arm merchant -ships in 


war time, ag they could never contend 


with modern surface warships. 
DIED OUT FORA TIME 
The practice of arming them, 
therefore, died out for a time, but 


‘the right was ‘never lost and the 


circumstances of the last war caused 
the former. practice to be revived. 
In 1918, in consequence of the pro- 
bability that German © merchantmen 
would carry guns with which they 
would convert themselves into’ armed 
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‘raiders on ‘the outbreak of war the 
Admiralty ‘announced that 
be “their policy to provide" British 
merchant vessels with defensive arma- 
ment and the subsequent submarine 
campaign during the war led to the 
adoption of this policy for all Bri- 
tish: ships. 

Although both belligerents, there is 
a difference between defensively arm-~ 
ed merchantmen and armed merchant 
cruisers. 

The latter, which are commissioned 
as vessels of war, are entitled to. en- 
gage in offensive belligerent opera- 
tions. *. | : 

DIFFERENT STATUS: - 

They lose the status of the merchant 
and acquire’ that-of warships, . The 
defensively armed’ merchantman | on 
the other hand is not commissioned to, 
take any _ offensive action. She  re- 
mains a merchant ship. and cannot in 
consequence be sunk at sight, nor - 
would the carriage of defensive arm- 
ament .justify such action. 

She must in all cases be called 
upon to stop. And it would only be. in 
the event of persisten refusal to do so, 
or of her offering resistance to capture, 
that forcible action could be taken to 
make her. comply. Even ‘so the force 
used. ‘by the’ warship must'not be 
greater than is ‘necessary to effect.cap- 
ture. ' . es 

The merchantman, on the .other . 
hand, while she may not,. without 
losing her mercantile ‘status, adopt. of- ” 
fensive action or attack a warship, 
may evade or resist capture, and may, 
as soon as a warship manifests a ‘clear 
Intention to éffect capture, ‘use her de-: 
fensive armament to: avoid ene

The defence claimed that the cattle 
were seized by the Chinese authorities 
in Shum Chun and that .they had 
purchased them at a sale held by the 
Police of that territory. 

This morning, Tang Tse-yau, form- 
er Police Commissioner and Magis- 
trate at Shum Chun sald that . on 
August 2 he gave authority for the 
sale of some cattle that had been 
seized. Export of cattle was not 
permitted under wartime conditions. 

He gave the order for the sale at 
dawn. He did not attend the sale. 
He had not been dismissed from his 
post. but transferred to another dis-~ 
trict, taking part in military opera- 
tions. He would not state his pre- 
sent post.’ 


SUPERINTENDENT'S EVIDENCE 


_- Li Sun, Superintendent of Police 
at Shum Chun, said that as the re- 
sult of information he ‘led a party of’ 
police to Li Tong.
